British Torpedo Boat Destroyed by 


Fire of Forts; English War- 


ship Put Out of Action 


By Associated Press. 


BERLIN, March 19, by wireless to London, 5:10 p. m.— 


A squadron of six British and four French battleships at 7:30 
o'clock this morning attacked three fortresses of the Darda- 
nelles. 
At the same time another squadron of the allied fleet 


commenced operations against three fortresses in Saros bay. 


After a fierce artillery duel the hostile ships withdrew at 


2 o'clock in the afternoon, but part of the squadron continued 
its fire until 5 o'clock at long range and at great intervals. 


The French battleship Bouvet struck a mine at 2:30, 


o'clock in the vicinity ot the enfranbe^the sfraits;an¥ sgffiK: 
in three minutes. 


A British torpedo boat was sunk by the fire from the big 


forts. The battleship Irresistible was put out of action, while 
another battleship was seriously damaged. 


TURKEY CLAIMS NAVAL VICTORY 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 19, 8:55 a. m—(By Wireless to 


Berlin and London.)—The French battleship Bouvet, one of the 
most important units in the allied fleet, has been sank in a storm 
of hear^ gunning from the Dardanelles forts. The news was re- 
ceived this morning in an official dispatch from the Turkish head- 
quarters at the front this being as follows: 


"Our 
feet early today bombarded the shipyards and maneuver-
